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The arguments offered by Applicant with regard to the rejected claims have been 
addressed sufficiently in the Examiner's previous actions and the Examiner's position remains 
unchanged. 

The Applicant argued that "No part of Kurihara teaches or suggests that the processing 
and the compression rate are changed so that image data corresponding to all pages of the 
document can be stored in the storage medium, as claimed." 

The Examiner cited Fig. 5 and passage in column 9, lines. 3 8-65 to teach that the image 
data corresponding to all pages. The passage in column 9, lines 38-53 teaches that: 

"Initially, a standard compression ratio is specified by an image quality selection button 36 in the operation 
section 27; a document 121 is placed on a document table of the automatic document feeding apparatus 181; a start 
button, not shown in the drawing, is pressed; and feeding operation of the document 12 1 starts. Image data, which 
has been read in the image reading section A, is compressed at a specified compression ratio, and is sequentially 
written in the memory 29. The above operations continue until the entire document sheets on the document table 
are fed. After that, image data is read from the memory 29, and the required volumes of sheets are copied in the 
image forming section" 

The Examiner highlights the parts which teach how all pages of the document can be 
stored. Passage from column 9, lines 53-65 discusses a situation that the memory is overflowed 
during a process to read all of the pages. Fig. 3 shows there is only one memory, memory 29. 
The overflowing action does not need to wait until all pages of a document are read. The 
processing is changed from reading state to stop-and reading-again state and the compression 
factor is changed to a higher value.
